ALIEN LABOUR POR AFRICA, 
, re 
‘That some. definite action must soon be 


decided upon regarding ‘the present tnsatis- 
factory condition of the South Africa labour. 
question is apparent to all who have watched 
the growing gravity ef-the problem. The 
other day two conferences on the subject 
were held in Johannesburg. A special 
mecting of members of various scientific and 
technical societies passed a resolution, with 
practical unanimity, declaring that, being 
thoroughly conversant with the conditions 


prevailing, they were of opinion that  the- 


permanent employment of large numbers of 
unskilled white labourers is too expensive, 
and that there is no present indication-thal 


the demand for, unskilled labour can be. 


materially reduced by the further adoption.of 
labour-saving devices. They considered, 
‘therefore, that immediate steps should be 
taken for the introduction of Chinese or 
other coloured Jabourers under, proper 
safeguards. On the other hand, the 
Transvaal Miners Association held a'meet- 
ing at» which three delegates from eath 
mine in the Witwatesrand - district were 
present, and they pledged themselves 
to oppose the introduction ‘of Asiatics until 
‘a referendum is taken and the population 
agrees. A few days since we printed the 
report of Mr. H.. Ross Skinner, the com- 
missioner appointed by the ‘Transvaal Cham- 
ber of Mines, who visited Hongkong and 
the Far East in the earlier months of the year, 
for the purpose of ascertaining the possibility 
of importing Asiatic labour, for the Rand. 
He considers that: the better ‘class of 
Chinese labourers are quite suitable to gup- 
plement the present labour at the mines, 
and that a sufficient number is obtainable 
to meet the requirements of the present and 
of the immediate future. ‘The introduction 
‘of Chinese, under strict. sanitary regulation, 
and confined to their own mines ‘and areas, 
would, he says, “he productive of good 
by allowing the present mines to be re- 
worked and new properties to be developed, 
thereby creating an opening for whites,” 
Mr. Skinner is of opinion that Chinese 
labourers would. nat affect the price of skill- 
ed labour, but, on the contrary, would pro- 
vide more opportunites for such labour ; 
and he recommends that, as an in- 
centive to recruiting, if Chinese labour 
proved successful, they should be: allowed 
to bring (their families, which would 
also be repatriated” on ~ the expiry of 
their indentures. This would remove one 
of the greatest obstacles to their employment, 
It is reportéd that some of the evidence 
submitted has tendéd to. shake opinion 
considerably, and although there seems 
to be no doubt as to the ultimate 
issue, or that Asiatics will make their ap-. 
pearance in due course, the step may be 
postponed longer than was at one time ex- 
pected. Hints are said to have Ieaked out 
that the procuring of a sufficient supply of

Justice be done if the stamp’ should fall.” 
(Laughter and applause.) The Chief Justice 
also complained of the noise of the roller, but 
he kas omitted to state that the roller was 
engaged ‘in smoothing the way for the 


litigants to the Supreme Cuurt, where the’ 


probability is. that the: figure there that 
attracted them was the Chicf Justice sitting 
delivering his judgments, with the calmness 
of irritation in knowing that every stamp meant 
for the Colony at least: five cents or perhaps 
more. (Lau meee) Now, I think,.the lesson we 
have learned from his observations has thrown 
a light upon the charity of our Chinese friends, 
because I have known much of it, and now we 
hear from the Chief Justice that when an-un-- 
fortunate man is at his last gasp he is nursed, 
cared for, and at last-buried, and after that his 
will is made, (Saughter.) Can charity do 
more? (Renewed laughter.) Well, from time 
to time [have read sarcastic strictures upon 
the supineness of the Goverument in their 
delay in carrying out this most necessary 
public building and while 1 wished [ had, 
Mtaddin’s lamp [ wondered if those who carped 
at us understood the - time that was necessary. 


in carrying to its conclusion a great building

“Chinese troops in the. capital are. getting more 
and more insolent in their behaviour, and, as 
they generally go about in gangs of 8 or 9, it is 
generally preferred to give them.a wide Berth. 
The men marching up to-Peking from here 
did the trip in excellent style taking exactly a 
week, on the road, As is invariably the case 
in long marches some of them found the regu- 
lation boot too much for them and preferred to 
.do.the trot in puttics tied round their feet, 
which resulted in a few blister and some.tem- 
porary enlargement. But the detachment ar- 
tived, in excellent spirits and appeared to 
thoroughly enjoy thetiip. The Peking detach- 
ment'started on the trot to Tientsin on the 23rd 
and are due at Peitsang to-morrow, when they 
are going to be attacked by the Tientsin Volun- 
teers, and a lively skirmish is being prepared.> 
The Indian Prince, who has ,been visiting 
here, received a deputation of Sikhs’ during his 
brief stay in Tientsin, who presented him with, 
a customary offering of five gold sovereigns 


which, he just touched with his finger tips in |- 


acknowledgment and returned in the usual way. 
They also presented a petition for a contribu- 
tion to the Temple which they are trying to 
build here and which is to cost some $20,0c0, 
They have at present only some $2,000. 

On leaving here the Prince went to Shanhai- 
kwan, where. he played a brilliant game of 
billiards, with a Shanhaikwan resident in which 
he scored a fine win. The Prince then invited 
all present to enjoy themselves at his expense 
and entertained the hotel guests throughout. 
the remainder of the evening. He has now 
gone onto Japan under doctors’ orders, He is 

jdenth not losing sight of North China, where 
ie sé many compatriots, however, as 1 hear 

s ordered the P, G» 7. Times to be sent 
him in India for a year. . : 

News from the interior of Chibli shows that 
there is considerable lawlessness in the province 
just now, mainly duc to excessive want caused 
by the failure ar destruction of crops, In the 
spring the. want ‘of rain, and later in the year 
the heavy rains have ruined all chance of har- 
vest in several ‘districts and in some places 
large tracts of land are still submerged. This 
no doubt-has stimulated to daring robbery, and 
‘news comes of gangs attacking farms and inti- 
midating the inmates, while some of the party 
actually cut down and cart offthe kaotiang and 
other crops, 
and the population between, terror and starva- 
tion seem rapidly verging on rebellion.
